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Introduction 


About 150 different departments, agencies, commissions, 
boards, councils, Crown corporations, and other organizations 
make up the Federal Government of Canada. Together, their pro- 
grams and services concern all Canadians either directly or 
indirectly. 

This brochure is one of a series published by Information 
Canada to let you know about those programs and services of 
which you may not be aware, but which nevertheless could be of 
particular benefit to you. Just as the federal government exists to 
provide services to Canadians, Information Canada exists to tell 
you about them. 

While nearly all of the programs described are offered by 
the federal government, certain services administered by the 
provinces have been included. In each case the source of infor- 
mation is given. 

And while the majority of these same programs are aimed at 
the individual, a few are aimed at small groups. (A separate pub- 
lication, A Directory of Federal funding sources available to Citi- 
zens’ Organizations, lists all available federal grants to groups 
and associations.) 

For information on any federal program, service or publica- 
tion, contact one of the Information Canada centres listed in the 
‘Sources of Information” section. 

Edited from existing material, each brochure in the series 
deals with a different category of services, such as youth, immi- 
gration, citizenship, health and social services and senior citi- 
zens. To find specific information on the service in which you are 
interested, simply consult the table of contents at the beginning 
of the brochure. In other words, if you are faced with a given 
problem, the series is a practical guide to federal assistance or 
information. 

It is not a duplication of material available through other 
government information sources, but is a new compilation of 


programs and services under headings that correspond to needs 
or activities, rather than department or government organization. 
For example, the brochure entitled Federa/ Services Youth de- 
scribes services offered by the Department of Finance, the Secre- 
tary of State, the National Research Council and the Department 
of Manpower and Immigration. 

Subsequent editions of this series will detail possible 
changes and additions to existing programs and services. 

The facts and figures in this brochure, all verified by the or- 
ganizations concerned, apply as at October 1, 1974*. However, 
by contacting the sources indicated you will be advised of cur- 
rent regulations that may apply at the time of your enquiry.

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Central Mortgage and Housing 


Central Mortgage and Housing, a Crown corporation responsible 
for administering the National Housing Act, serves the public in 
two ways: 

Indirectly, by insuring loans granted by approved lenders, 
generally chartered banks, caisses populaires, life insurance 
companies and loan or trust companies. A complete list of ap- 
proved lenders can be obtained by writing to the Head Office of 
the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation or to one of its 
numerous branch offices across the country. (See list at end of 
this section.) 

Directly by granting loans to the purchasers of new or exist- 
ing housing. These loans are generally granted to people who 
live In areas not served by approved lenders. 

In both cases, the loan terms are the same; but prospective 
borrowers should not assume that approved lender or CMHC 
loans are always available and, therefore, should not make any 
commitment until mortgage assistance has been confirmed. 


Mortgage Loans for New Home Ownership 

Amount: Up to 95 per cent of the first $31,580 of lending value 
plus 75 per cent of the balance up to the maximum established 
by the Corporation on a local and regional basis. CMHC deter- 
mines the amount after examining plans and specifications for 
the house and the area where it is to be built. 


Repayment Period: Ordinarily 25 years, but can be extended to 
AO. 


Monthly Instalments: These include principal, interest and an 
amount equal to 1/12 of the annual municipal taxes on the 


property. 
Ratio of Payments to Income: Monthly payments must not 


exceed 30 per cent of the total gross income of borrower and 
spouse over a 12-month period. 


Down Payment: The buyer must be able to provide five per 
cent of the value of the house. This can take the form of cash, 
work done by the buyer to develop the property, or land. 


Jnterest: This is determined by the terms of the contract 
between the borrower and the approved lender. 


Application Fee: Upon applying for a loan, the borrower pays 
CMHC a fee of $35 to help defray the costs of examining plans 
and specifications, warking out the loan value and making in- 
spections during construction. These inspections ensure that the 
house is being built to comply with the plans and specifications, 
and housing standards prescribed by the National Research 
Council. 


Mortgage Loans for Existing Housing” 

Amount: Up to 95 per cent of the first $31,580 of lending value 
plus 75 per cent of the balance up to the maximum established 
by the Corporation on a local and regional basis, provided the 
house is not to be rented out. 

The terms for these loans are described under ‘Mortgage 
Loans for New Home Ownership’. The amortization period 
cannot exceed the remaining useful life of the property. 

“Note: An “‘existing dwelling’’ is defined as a house containing 
not more than two family housing units which has previously 
been occupied by a bona fide owner or tenant. 


Home Improvement Loans 

Available only through chartered banks, these loans are for the 
enlargement, repair and renovation of houses. They are guaran- 
teed by CMHC provided the borrower pays a fee of one per cent 
of the amount of the loan. 

Amount: The maximum loan available is $4,000 for a one fam- 
ily dwelling or $4,000 for the first unit of a duplex, semi-de- 
tached or multiple-family dwelling, plus $1,500 for each addi- 
tional unit. 

Repayment Period: A maximum of 10 years. 


Winter Warmth 
(This is a temporary program that could be changed or discon- 
tinued.) 
Under the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation’s Winter 
Warmth Program, grants are given to Métis and Non-Status In- 
dian associations to buy the necessary materials for home reno- 
vations. Manpower is supplied through the federal government's 
Local Initiatives Program (LIP). 

For further information on the Winter Warmth program, 
write to the Métis association of your province or to your nearest 
CMHC office. 


Registered Home Ownership Savings Plan 
All taxpayers over the age of 18 who do not own a home will be 
able to contribute up to $1,000 a year, to a lifetime maximum of 
$10,000, to a Registered Home Ownership Savings Plan. 
Contributions will be deductible for income tax purposes. 
Income of such plans will not be taxed as it is earned. When the 
amounts are withdrawn they will not be taxed if applied toward 
the purchase of a house at the time of initial occupancy and to 
furnishings such as essential major appliances and furniture. 
The contributor must be a Canadian resident and he may 
establish only one plan in a lifetime. He is ineligible to establish a 
plan if he already owns a home. 


Grants for New Houses 
The CMHC will provide $500 grants to those purchasing new, 
moderately-priced housing units, for the first time. 

Upon approval by Parliament, this program will be in effect 
for one year and retroactive to November 1, 1974, provided 
occupancy does not take place before this date.

Indians and Eskimos 


The programs and services described below are for Indians and 

Eskimos living in the Yukon and the Northwest Territories. 
Information on the Winter Warmth housing program for 

Métis and Non-Status Indians is carried in the preceding section. 


Registration 


To enjoy the privileges and benefits granted under the Indian 
Act, it is necessary to be listed on the Department of Indian 
Affairs and Northern Development Register. 


Housing 


Grants for better housing 
Indians Affairs and Northern Development's Community 
Improvement Division helps Indians on low income get suitable 
housing through a system of. grants for construction of new 
homes or repairs to older ones. Borrowers however, must 
finance a portion of the work through personal contributions, 
band funds or Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation 
Loans. 

Band councils, the Central Mortgage and Housing Corpora- 
tion or departmental regional officers have more information. 


Loans for better housing 
Indians living on reserves may borrow the necessary funds to 
improve their homes from Central Mortgage and Housing. Since 
reserve lands cannot be mortgaged, repayment of such loans 
must be guaranteed by the Department of Indian Affairs and 
Northern Development. 

Here again, band councils, the Central Mortgage and Hous- 
ing Corporation or the departmental officers will have additional 
information. 
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Band-administered housing program 

Band councils that want to undertake home construction on 
their own may receive grants from Indian Affairs, in conjunction 
with band funds and CMHC loans. 


Interested groups should contact departmental officers for 
further information. 


Subsidy housing for Indians and Eskimos of the 
Northwest Territories 
Rental housing is available to Indians and Eskimos living in the 
Northwest Territories under the Northern Rental Housing 
Program, administered by local associations of Indian and 
Eskimo tenants. Geared-to-income rents, which must not exceed 
federally established maximums, are set up by the associations. 
Under the program, 33 per cent of the tenant's rent can be set 
aside towards eventual ownership. 

More information is available from the nearest Territorial 
government office. 


Indian Off-Reserve and Eskimo Re-Establishment 
Indian families who want to buy off-reserve homes can get 
assistance from the Department of Indian Affairs and Northern 
Development. Eskimos who want to be re-established for em- 
ployment apply to the Northwest Territories Government. 

Under a special program, applicants can borrow a portion of 
the purchase price of the house from the Central Mortgage and 
Housing Corporation or from an approved lender. The loan must 
be repaid at the current rate of interest in accordance with es- 
tablished terms and conditions. The department can also grant 
additional assistance, which varies according to the applicant's 
income and the personal contribution he or she is able to make. 
This takes the form of an interest-free, 10-year second mort- 
gage, provided the debtor makes regular payments on the first 
mortgage, pays insurance premiums on time, keeps the home in 
good condition and continues to live in it.

Assistance for Industrial, Commercial and Residential 


Real Estate Developments on Indian Lands. 
Under this program the Department assists Indian people to 
participate in the development, financing and management of in- 
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dustrial, commercial and real estate projects as independent 
owners or partners of a business enterprise (Joint Ventures).

Veterans 


To take advantage of any cf the following programs, veterans 
should write to the Department of Veterans Affairs district and 
sub-district offices listed at the end of this section. 


Land Settlement and House Construction 

Under the Veterans’ Land Act, World War II and Korean Force 

qualified veterans may receive financial, technical and super- 

visory assistance up to March 31, 1975 if: 

— They wish to engage in agriculture or commercial fishing on 
a full-time basis; 

— They wish to acquire or build a home, or improve the one 
they already own; 

— _ They wish to settle on provincial, federal or Indian reserve 
land. 
Veterans already established may be approved for addi- 

tional assistance up to March 31, 1977. 


Farm Loans for Veterans 
A full-time farmer who is a veteran, on an economic farm unit 
may receive a loan of up to $40,000. He pays an interest rate of 
3%2 per cent on the first $6,000 and whatever rate is in force at 
the time the loan is approved, on the balance. 

Loans are repayable over various periods of up to 30 years. 

Veterans must make a minimum down payment of 10 per 
cent towards the expenditure of the first $6,000 and contribute 
in cash or equity sufficient so that the loan does not exceed 75 
per cent of the value of the farm and its stock and equipment. 
Part-time farmers may obtain a loan of up to $16,000 with a 
minimum area of 0.4 of an acre. Veterans wishing to purchase 
small farms may borrow up to $18,000. 

In each case, the borrower must make an initial deposit of 
10 per cent of the first $6,000 and contribute an amount equal 
to 20 per cent of the remaining $10,000. Interest rates and the 
maximum repayment period are the same as those for loans to 
full-time farmers. 


Loans to Veterans for Commercial Fishing 

Veterans wishing to engage in commercial fishing on a full-time 
basis may obtain a loan of up to $16,000 to acquire a house and 
land. This amount can include $1,200 for the purchase of fish- 
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ing equipment. Two veterans can form a commercial fishing 
partnership which will provide them with a total of $2,400 for 
the purchase of equipment.
